MED CLOUD ACCUSES THE PRESIDENT OFLYING,

Mr. Brunst—The Great Father don't desire
white men to pass by the way of Bridger, but
wanted to use this road, only traveling some
thirty miles along the north bank of the Platte,
and then recrossing®to this side.

Red Cloud—I did not so wnderstand it. The
Great Fatlhier told we that Fort Fetterman was
there to watch my intercsts as well as his., He
has lied to me. This road they have been using
for some fifty-five years, and it bas ruined us,
but we bave received po pay for it. At all our
other councils they never said anyvthing about
the rond, but gave us all north of the Platte —
the Great Spirit heard it. If I had three or four

iecee of land I would give some to the Great

father; but as I only have this plece I think he
ghonld let me live in peace on it. The Great

Fatber has honses filled with rold stolen from

my lamds, I want him to do us jusiice,

A TERRIBLE DROWNING AFFAIR.

A Bont with Fight Persans Capalzed nt South
Cove—Three Men Drowned.

At the south side of Jersey City thereisa
gtrip of water known ag S8outh Cove, This sirip
is in some places a quarter of a mile wide, but
at the foot of Washington street the dock of the
Central New Jersey Railrond runs oat from
Communipaw Lo within about a hundred feet of
Jersey City. At this point, which is only a few
rode from the river, tﬁn water runs through the
parrow outlet swifuly, and in windy weather is
quite rongh. A large number of Central Rall-
road employes live In Jersey City, and take
their meals at home.

For the accommodation of this class a ferry
has been established, running across the cove
from the foot of Washington street to the rall-
road pler. The boat 18 only a fat-bottomed
row-boat, capable of holding four or five per-
song, and I8 not particularly safe for a larger
number, especially if the water is rough. Yes-
terday, shortly before 1 o'clock, as usnal, a
number of persons were walting to cross, and
the little boal was so erowded as to be unsafe.
Two or three of the men got out, preferring to
wait until the next trip. BSeven men, however,
besides the boatman, remalned in the boat,
which, when about half way acrosa the stream,
was

CAPSIZED,

A heavy wind was blowing at the time in an
oppaosite direction from the flow of the water,
making it exceedingly rough, and the hoat was
overloaded so that its edge was almost even
with the water. Bemore, the boatman, was
unable to pull the boat down to the pier against
the wind and tide, and a movement of some of
the party caused the aceident. FEight men were
thrown Iinto the water:—Chris. Bemore, the
bontman; Michael Fallon, John Birmingham,
Patrick Gagen, John Hernan, Dennis Hernan,
John Finverty, and —— Monaghan. They were
all earried rapidly up the cove, where it is mach
wider than below. BSeveral beoats were put out
as goon as possible, and five of the men were
rescued.

DROWNED.

Patrick Gagen and John Fallon, living at 213
Grand soreel, and Dennis Hernan, liviog in
Morgan street, were drowned. It was impossible
during the high wind to make any attempt to
rescue the bodies, and nome of them were re-
covered. As soon as the aceldent was Known
the dock was crowded with men, women, and
children. Great excitement prevailed throungh-
out the lower part of the city.. One bf the most
minful features of thie distressing oceurrence
}s in the fact that all the men who were
drowned were married and leave families.

The city has long had under consideration a
plan to extend two or threo of the strects on
this side to Communipaw. IHad this been done
all danger of such ealamities would have been
avolded. Steps will now, in all probability, be
taken toaeccomplish this evidently necessary
improvement.—N. Y. World to-day.

BANK ROBBERIES.

Suggestions Upon the Qutrage at Graftos,
Massanchusciis.

The Boston Adcertiser snys: —

“The bold and succoesefnl bank robbery at
Grafton will arouse anew the iotermittent un-
ensiness of thoge people who have the doubtial
blessing of the possession of negotiable bonds,
which must be offered as a temptation either to
the burglar or the highwayman, or hidden
away where fire or mice may work equal havoc.
Residents of country towns hkave hitherto con-
sldered that their one possible guaranty of se-
curity was in having a truostworthy man
gleep in the bank beside their safe; but
the Grafton burglars have shown that
even this obstacle may be overcome without
very serlons difficulty. We are unable to advise
the perplexed owners of bonds where to put
their trensure where thieves do not break
through—unless they adopt the almost obsolete
seriptural method—but we may poiot out that
one moral of this incident is to enforce more
strongly the rule of the Treasury, made, it
seems, only to be generally disregarded, that
pational bunks must not make their safes o
place of deposit for valuables of their friends,
even ns an-act of ‘accommodation.' The bank
in this case, It Is sald, loses but ten thousand
dollars or 80, agningt a loss by these irregalar
depositors of ten or fifteen times as much. Bat
the bank would probably have lost nothing had
nol this large sum been 1o its vault to tempt the
thieves: and it bas no right o imperil the in-
terests of its stockholders by thus ‘obliging’
customers with a protection which too olten
proves to he no protection at all,

“It is probably useless to hope that the cool
craeksmen who have done this uncommonly neat
job in the highest line of their profession should
be captured before they enn get out ol the State.
But we sigh for that lucky day when just sach
a gang of rogues shall’ be canzht and convicted
of their erime, and then Massachusetts pluck
shiall treat them os the Bowdoinham robbers
have been treated In Malne, rejecting all pro-
potitlons of compromiee, that justice may be
done, and the Commonwealth earn the precions
reputation o! being an ineligible field for such
specnlations as these gentry carry on with secu-
rity in aliwost all paris of the country.”

In the town of Luray, the latter part of last
Auvgust, a man named Dobyns, daring an alter
cation with a young man pamed Zimmerman,
stabbed him with a knife in such a manoer as
to cause his death o few hours afierwards,
Dobyns egcaped and subsequently gave himself
up to the clvil authorities, and afler an exami-
pation was put under bonds to appear before
the Circnit Court 1o answer to an indletment for
murder in the first degiee,

Last Thursday morning, while Dobyns was
talking to o friend on the streets of the town
above mentioned, a brother of Zimmerman
walked up behind blm snd shot bim iu the back
part of Lhe head, killing him ipstantly, Zim-
merman was at once arrested and lodged In
jall to awalt the action of the grand jury. He
Is o mere boy, only thirteen or fourteen years
of sge, and was, gome suppose, incited to the
desperate apt by others, though it Is rumored
that Dobyus, after his murder of Zimmerman,
bad threatened the lives of the family.

The affulr naturally cavsed great excitement
in Luray, owing to the extreme youth of the
Pn trator, and the appresion that the deadly
ued may not end with the kitling of Dobyns.

Detnlls of the Rorrender of Metz,

Loxpon, Nov. 1.—The following detalls of
the surrender of Bazaine's army at Metz are
published here this morning from various
sources. The Indepenilance Delge at Drussels
derives from an oflicer who escaped from Metz,
and from the Moselle Independance, published
at Metz at the time of the entry of the German
troops, the fact that the French leaders to Lhe
last deceived the army by promises to cut a way
ont.

These promises were solemnly repeated even
while the negotiations for surrender were pend-
ing. The Independance Ielge says Gambetta
was unquestionably right in charging Bazaine
with high treason. The popnlation of Metz
were unanimons in

Denouncing Bazalne
as o traitor,

After the capitulation had been agreed on the
people tollowed the Marshal through the
strects, howling the epitbet ‘‘traitor” in his
CArs.

Effect of the News nt Tours.

At Tours the news of the capitulation of Metz
fell upon the Government and people like a
thunderbolt, g0 strong had been the oflicial
agsurance of its safety,

Some of the journals, however, and notably
the Constitutionnel Francais and the (fazelte de
France, demand a suspension of judgment, and
deprecate the strong langnage of Gambetta's
proclamation condemning Bazaine. The latter
journal suggests a council of war to Investigate
the matter, in order to give the Marshal a fair
opportunity to make his defense.

IPresecution of the War.

The Government at Tours is in receipt of
several memorials numerously signed, in adja-
cent departments, urging the prosecution of the
war to the bitter end and denouncing Bazaine
for bis treasonable surrender of the strongest
fortieation of the nation.

The Distingulshed Prisoners.

Bazaine nnd suite reached Cassel on Monday.
Genernls Canrobert, MacMahon, Leboaf, Bar-
deller, and Haptmann were hourly expected
there.

Freonch and Germnan Caplures.

The German authoritles bhave given orders
that the soldiers from Alsace and Lorraine, who
were captured at Metz, as well as those who
may hereafter be taken, will be separated from
other prisoners, ag such will be regarded as
German and not French.

The Lately Investing Armies,

One corps of the army lately Investing Metz
has been detalled to escort the prisoners to Ger-
many. Two corps will go forward to join the
armies around Paris, and the other four will be
divided between the two armies now operating
in the north and sonth of France.

M. Thiers at Versallles,

Loxnoxs, Nov. 1.—The Times of this morning
has o telegram from Versallles announcing that
Thiers passed through that place on S8unday, on
his way to Paris. He was to return to-day
(Tuesday).

Dorechieimer’s, where they succeeded in retting
one-half dozen sllver spoons: thence to Mr.
David Deveney's, where they stole two blaek
overcoats belonging to ministers of the synod;
algo the proceeds of the collection at the United
Brethren Church: thence they proeceeded to Mr.
Hickernell's, where they secured onc-half dozen
ellver epoons and a butier-knife; thence to John
Eberly's, where they secured an overcont.

Taken all in all, it was decidedlylone of the
coolest preces of thievery that we have heard of
for a long time. No doubt there are other
Flaces at which they made succesaful efforts,
wut we have not heard of them. We understand
that a reward has been offered for the detection
of the thieves and recovery of the stolen pro-
perty, but we doubt if individuals smart enough
1o “go through” Mechaniesburg, as they did on
Sunday npight, are esofliciently dumb to be
caught. We had hoped that the large number
of respectable and divine visitors in our town
during the week would conduce to its peace,
quiet, and security, but the Devil is no respecter
o1 persons, and his apents usually select the
most favorable time for dolng their work.—

OBITUARY.

J. Wilson Shnffer.

A telegram from Balt Lake City announces the
death in that place, on yesterday, of Colonel J.
Wilson Shaffer, Governor of Utah Territory.
The canse of his death was consumption, from
which he has suffered for alopg time. Gov-
ernor Shaffer was a pative of l.llfnula and for
many years a resldent of Freeport, which city
owes much of its present prosperity to his in-
dustry, enterprise, and energy. man of
quick impulses, it was but natural that at the
outbreak of the Rebellion he should be one of
the first in his sectlon of the Btate to respond
to President Lincolun's call for
volunteers. He received a commis-
sion in an Illinois reziment, in
which he soon became noted for his dush and
courage. Ilad he remained with his regiment
he would undoubtedli\: have attained a hLizh
command; but in 1862 he accepted a position on
General Butler's staff, and soon became one of
that commander's most trusted and eflicient
alds, In July last Colonel Bbaffer was ap-
pointed Governor of Utah, and immediate
entered upon the duties of his office. His n(ﬁ
ministration has been marked by its energy,
and at the time of his death the Governor was
fast bringing the Mormons to understand that
the rule of Brigham Young was to be over-
thrown, and that the laws of the United States
could be enforced even among the Saints. Had
be lived a few months longer the entire social
economy of Utah would have been changed, or
¢lse a confliet between the Mormon and Federal
authorities would have arizen.

John Hanlon lived in the first house In Sixth
street, below Diamond, on the lower side; he
was a barber; 1 last saw Mary alive about 7!g
o'clock on Bunday evening, the 6th of SBeptem-
ber, 1808; she was then in the house; I wunt out:
Mary left me at the corner of Orkney and
Dinmond etreets and [ started to church; | came
home about 8'¢ or 20 minutes before 9 o'clock; 1
acked my children if they were all here, and my
little girl Annie sald, *‘No, mama, Mary isn't here
ani' I can't find her;” she was not accustomed to
belng out 8o late; I went to hunt her in Fifth
street, and asked the neighbors and children

N. Y. MONEY MARKET YESTERDAY.

“The gold market was weak under the promise of
a sale of five m'llions of Government gold during
the coming month, and after hovering as 1112, @1113¢
in the forenoon declined to 1113%, qlare however,
the Canadian banks, whether truly or taisely. wora
reported to be withdrawing their gold, and as the
borrowhng rate for the cash gold advanced at the
san e time from 8 and 6 prr cent. and 1-64 to 5.64 and
1-16, there was a demand from the “shortsa” to cover,
which elieited an advance to 111%, at which the
closing sales were made this evenlag. AsS t0 what
the Unnada banks are or are not doing, it 18 of little
moment just now. They are trading on the specu-
lative dealers, who are operating for a decline, and
who canse an unnecessary demand for gold,

“Did not the clashing of these two speculative
Interests (the Canadian bank agents being well-
known specalators) luterfere with the general ln-
terests of the public, their transactions woyld merit
no attention. The evil 18 one, however, which will
correct itself, As soon a8 the sellers of *short'
gold learn that they are getiing in their own way by
overselling the market, they will abandon their pro-
Ject and leave the market to drift downward under
the momentum given it by the increasing prosperity
of the country and the unswerving progress of onr
finances to a specle baris,

“A8 to the Canadian banks, they are doubtless
preparing for & graccful retreat, convinced that
ther occupation will be gone within the next sixty
days—during which time the Goveroment will dig-
buree §60,000,000 of gold, and thus leave them with-
out a market for their Canadian shekels. 1t I8 trne
they loaned us gold io our necessities, but they re-
celved thelr pay for It, and lberally, too. hey
brought their gold from the desolate and inactive
reglons of North America, where Investments are
fortunate if they prodoce three or four per cent.,
apd employed It bere at ten to one handred per
(»r:ﬁt.d per annum. The obligation Is [airly can-
celled,

“As might naturally be inferred, the Government
list was weakened by the proposed curta®ment of
bond purchases in the November programme, and
prices fell off an efghth to a quarter per cent. The
undertoiie of the market was steady, however: for
the prospect of low rates on call this winter is dis
vertng & great deal of capital into these securities
for the sake of the six per cont. Interest, which will
doubtless be about twice what money will command
from day to day iu the open market,

** In the early portion of tne day, under an appre-
hension that the change (n the Treasury programme
would produce activity, theére were some loans on
call made at glx per cent,, with Ireqneuat and large
exceptions at four per cent, on miscellaneous col-
Iaterale. The government dealers were, as a general
thing, supplled at the last mentioned rate. A pro-
minent Broad street house, fald to be lending cor-
rency for account of the jOunadian banks, placed
several heavy amountg at 636 rer cent. for sixty
days. Commercial paper was still quoted 7@83g per
cent, for prime double names,"
